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Farm Financing, 


Tiie mailer of farm financing is receiving some considerable 


atteniion from certain interests throughout the country and, 
from general appearance, if looks as though it will, under pres- 
ent condition, be advanced about as far as it was a hundred 
years ago. There are a whole lot of people who are imme- 
diately interested in the farmer and what he produces. Every 
little while (hey erupt with some wonderful logic of how ihey 
can advance the condition of (he farmer. 
Their interest is 


nothing remarkable. 
It is the same interest the cat lias in the 


rat when it is watching at the rat-hole. 


Farm financing is a wonderful catch-phrase." Vocally speak- 


ing, everyone is desirous of seeing the farmer prosper; every- 
one but the fanner himself. lie has been trudging along the 
road his grandfather trod a century ago and it looks pretty 
good to him. 
Now, the financiers of the country are interested 


in him, He has a farm and the acquisition of that farm would 
mean much to them. If they can get a mortgage on that farm, 
all well and good for everyone but (he farmer. *" Get him in the 
habit of borrowing and the habit will slick. 


Farm financing can best be conducted by the farmer him- 


self. 
His Lest means is in his own hands. If he and his fellow 


farmers would sit down together and figure cost, investment 
and.his overhead expenses—with something for himself—and 
tell the world he and the rest of the producers would not sell a 
single product until they got a profitable price, Bernard Ba- 
riich and Ihe resl of Ihe financiers would not have to waste 
their time figuring out how to finance the farmer. 


A farm is an iduslry (he same as any other; 
It should be 


conducted as an industry. Everything on it should be produc- 
tive and receive something for that product. The farmer, as 
manager, should look lo see dial his productions return him a 
good salary. There is where tlie farmer fails in financing. 
In 


order to be successful in farming, he must be an expert and 
should demand the pay of an expert, or else leave the farm 
alone. There is no reason why a man, who has no practical 
knowledge except to make money grow more money without 
labor, should tell the farmer how to run his business. 


The farmer will have to rewrite his system of business and 


finance himself. 
His safest course is to keep away from bor- 


rowing and develop a system of getting out of his production 
what rightfully belongs lo him.
